The invading 
army appropriated the food found in unoccu- 
pied homes and other buildings. 


Short rations are expected in all the coun- 


tries seized by Hitler, by the time cold 
weather comes again. Famine may spread 
over all western Europe. 


It wall be a natural situation—if you ac- 


cept the facts of predatory war as a substi- 
tute for the arts and processes of peace.- The 
wider Hitler spreads his conquests, the more 
destruction there is, the more hunger, the 
more disease.

But there 
are limits to such repetition's usefulness, and 
wise broadcasters will not overdo it.

The Bel­ 
g ia n s them selves arc said to have destroyed 
food at the tim e of the German invasion, to 
keep it from falling into H itler’s hands and 
b ein g shipped into the Reich. The invading 
a rm y appropriated the food found rn unoccu­ 
pied hom es and other buildings. 
S hort rations are experted in all the coun­ 
tries seized b y Hitler, by the tim e cold 
w eath er com es again. 
Fam ine m ay spread 
o ver all w estern Europe. 
It will be a natural situation— if you ac­ 
cep t the facts of predatory war as a substi­ 
tu te for the arts and processes of peace. The 
w ider Hitler spreads his conquests, the more 
destruction there is, the more hunger, the 
m ore disease.

A n eastern radio station advertised re­ 
cen tly that it would juve the public “escape— 
good entertainm ent— rest and recreation for 
th e mind.” Such press association news as 
it broadcast would not l>e “endlessly repeated 
— speculated upon— dinner over and over” 
into the ears. 
Endless repetition of the sam e bit of news 
d oes grow w earisom e to the dialer, but after 
a w hile he learns at w hat hours to get the 
latest news and how to avoid the rest. Some 
repetition is useful, since not all listeners can 
tu n e in at the sam e time. A nnouncem ents 
m ade only once might be missed. But there 
are limits to such repetition’s usefulness, and 
w ise broadcasters will not overdo it. 
A s for “escape" programs and “good en­ 
tertainm ent", the em phasis should be on the 
latter. Really good entertainm ent, w hich in­ 
cludes both slapstick com edy and sym phony 
m usic, will provide all the “escape" that most 
people need. 
R est and relaxaton, change of thought, 
attention turned to som ething of beauty or 
fun, are essential in any period, and par­ 
ticularly one so fraught with anxiety as the 
present time. But they m ay lose their whole­ 
som e quality and becom e perilous in their 
turn if they are sought and stressed as escape 
from responsibility, escape from knowledge 
and reflection, escape from life.

various substances An editorial in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association states that fre­ 
quent colds, sinus inflammation, bronchitis, and re­ 
peated attacks of pneumonia in children arc gen­ 
erally considered due to infected tonsils, and conse­ 
quently the tonsils are removed. However, it is now 
known that many of these symptoms of nose. throat 
and chest are not due to infected tonsils but to al- 
lergy. 
Drs French K Hansel and C. S. Chang in Arch­ 
ives of Otolaryngology (ear and throat! point out 
that about 13 per cent of these cases are due to al­ 
lergy and not to any condition of the nose and 
throat Since it is known that over one and a quar­ 
ter million operations for removal of tonsils are

rform ed each year, it can be seen that there will 
many cases where no help from the removal of 
the tonsils will he obtained. W hy? Because they are 
due to allergy 
These physicians point out I hat children with 
nose and sinus allergy, allergic hronchit's, and aller­ 
gic pneumonia are more harmed than helped by the 
removal of tonsils and adenoids in allergic children 
during the hay fever season and against removing 
the tonsils to get rid of symptoms which are really 
due to allerg>.

together in the World 
\Var, in 


which both won decorations for 
valor. 


At the armistice Balbo returned 


to civilian life, but not for long. 
He soon organized the Black Shirt 
militia in his native region of 
Ferrara and Emilia, where he was 
born June 5. 1896. 


Balbo was appointed a comman- 


der of a Fascist military action 
squad and, when Mussolini made 
his famous march on Rome in 
October, 1922, Balbo was a leader. 
When the succes of the revolution 
was established, he was made min- 
ister of national economy and 
general of the Black Shirt militia.

ed with inventing 
the Fascists' 


castor, oil treatment .for 
adver- 


saries. 


In swift succession he was ap- 


pointed to the posts of under- 
secretary for air, general of the 
air fleet, and air minister.
